Airgraph  Invoices  to  Australasia. — The 

Australian  and  New  Zealand  Merchants' 
and  Shippers'  Association  has  been  active 
in  connexion  with  the  receipt  by  importers 
in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  of  invoices 
on  or  before  arrival  of  the  goods.  The 
problem  was  to  some  extent  overcome  by 
the  adoption  of  the  practice  of  posting 
invoices  in  ships'  bags,  but,  frequently, 
declared  invoices  were  not  available  before 
sailing.  The  Association  appointed  Mr. 
Sydney  Jacobs  to  negotiate  this  matter  on 
behalf  of  members,  with  the  result  that  both 
Australian  and  New  Zealand  customs 
authorities  have  agreed  to  accept  airgraph 
invoices,  giving  sufficient  detail  to  enable 
the  consignee  to  clear  his  goods  through 
customs,  with  a  modified  declaration  at  the 
foot  for  signature  by  the  sender — the 
condition,  however,  being  imposed  that 
fully  declared  invoices  should  be  submitted 
to  the  authorities  immediately  on  arrival, 
in  confirmation  of  the  airgraph  invoices  on 
which  the  goods  had  already  been  cleared. 
This  is  a  distinct  advantage,  because  the 
airgraph  invoice  forms,  having  sufficient 
space  available  on  them  for  several  items 
to  be  included  in  one  posting,  will  save  not 
only  expense  in  giving  guarantees  to  effect 
clearance  of  goods,  but  in  time  and  labour 
in  securing  the  same  result.  The  forms 
(Australia  No.  A.G.4.  A.  and  New  Zealand 
No.  A.G.3.  N.Z.)  are  now  available  in 
London.

Hannah,  on  October  12,  that  the  present  con- 
trol of  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  toilet 
preparations  had  been  worked  out  in  close 
consultation  with  the  trade,  and  he  was 
satisfied  that  the  control  was  necessary  to 
check  evasion  and  black  marketing  by  a 
minority  of  traders.

Possible  U.S.  Menthol  Sources.— The  De- 
partment of  Commerce  of  the  United  States 
Government  is  investigating  the  possibility 
of  obtaining  menthol  from  Belgian  Congo 
ocimum  oil. 

British   Ambulances   for   Mexico. — Two 

Red  Cross  ambulances  have  been  donated 
by  the  British  Colony  in  Mexico  to  the 
Medical  Department  of  the  Mexican  Army 
in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  Mexico  is 
fighting  on  the  side  of  the  Allied  Nations. 

Higher  U.S.  Drug  Imports. — Improved 
shipping  conditions  have  enabled  larger 
quantities  of  sugar  to  be  allotted  to  industrial 
users  in  the  United  States,  an  increase  from 
70  per  cent,  to  80  per  cent,  of  peace-time 
consumption  having  been  sanctioned.  An- 
other product  coming  into  the  country  in 
greater  quantities  is  castor  oil,  increased 
allocations  of  which  are  expected  to  release 
soya  bean  oil  for  other  war  purposes. 

Apprentice  Shortage  in  U.S. — The  supply 
of  licensed  pharmacists  and  pharmacy  stu- 
dents has  reached  a  dangerous  l?vel  in  the 
United  States,  according  to  a  survey  of 
pharmacy  man-power  recently  carried  out. 
The  Selective  Service  Order,  the  effect  of 
which  is  to  "freeze"  pharmacy  students 
now  in  colleges,  is  expected  to  relieve  the 
position  in  the  Armed  Forces,  but  is  unlikely 
to  relieve  the  shortage  of  trained  per- 
sonnel in  civilian  pharmacy. 

American  Pharmaceutical  Association. — 

The  ninety-first  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  was 
held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  on  September  9, 
10  and  11.  The  following  affiliated  organ- 
isations held  their  meetings  at  the 
same  time :  The  American  Association  of 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy;  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy;  the 
American  College  of  Apothecaries;  the 
American  Society  of  Hospital  Pharmacists; 
the  Conference  of  Law  Enforcement  Offi- 
cials ;  and  the  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Associations'  Secretaries. 

Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association  Re- 
organised.— At  a  Council  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association  held 
in  Toronto  in  August,  at  which  delegates 
were  present  from  all  the  provinces  except 
Manitoba,  a  business  manager  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Board  of  Commercial 
Interests.  His  duties  will  include  travelling 
throughout  the  Dominion  and  interviewing 
members  of  the  wholesale,  retail,  manufac- 
turing and  import  sections  of  the  trade.

Humphrey  Jones,  remarked  that  the  more 
successful  a  man  was  in  business,  the  poorer, 
very  often,  the  apprentice  turned  out.  The 
outcome  of  apprenticeship  depends^  I  be- 
lieve, on  more  than  one  factor.  If  all 
apprentices  could  be  trained  in  shops  mainly 
devoted  to  dispensing,  the  results  would 
differ  considerably  from  those  that  we 
know ;  and  there  is  nothing  except  the  acci- 
dents of  life — ebb  and  flow  of  population, 
for  instance — to  prevent  the  proprietor  of 
a  "dispensing"  business  from  doing  well 
financially.  The  fact  is  that  owners  of  good 
businesses,  whatever  the  proportion  of 
dispensing  revenue  to  total  turnover  may 
be,  will,  in  many  cases,  not  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility involved  in  training  beginners. 
These  young  people  come  from  school  with 
only  a  dim  apprehension  of  what  a  phar- 
macy is  like ;  they  make  numerous  blund- 
ers, and  get  larking  in  storerooms  or  ware- 
houses. Some  part  of  their  training  is  usu- 
ally delegated  to  an  assistant,  a  course 
not  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  employer, 
the  apprentice,  or  his  guardians.  The  more 
scientific  part  of  pharmaceutical  training 
is  being  increasingly  done  in  colleges ;  this 
is  to  the  good,  though  nothing  can  replace 
the  special  knowledge  from  work  in  a  shop. 

A  Council  Post-bag 

The  correspondence  received  at  the  Octo- 
ber meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  (p.  384)  was,  as  a  whole,  of  more 
than  usual  interest,  and  two  items  in  it 
suggest  comment.  The  wording  of  the 
official  note  on  a  letter  from  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  is  not  fully  explicit,  but 
it  appears  (for  otherwise  there  would  not  be 
much  point  in  the  Guild's  protest)  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  suggests  the  bestowal 
of  a  rank  or  qualification  on  Apothecaries' 
Hall  dispensers  that  they  do  not  possess. 
One  would  have  thought  that  the  Ministry 
had  more  respect  for  Section  3  (2)  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  of  1933  than  to 
make  so  revolutionary  a  suggestion.  Dis- 
pensers of  the  rank  referred  to  can  obtain 
employment  for  what  they  are :  why  seek 
to  acknowledge  them  for  what  they  are 
not  ?  If  any  such  proposal  is  carried  into 
effect,  the  result  is  likely  to  be  an  Achilles 
heel  for  pharmacy.  Without  exact  know- 
ledge of  what  is  covered  by  the  information 
that  free  samples  of  medicinal  products  are 
being  or  have  lately  been  distributed  in 
cartons,  I  can  only  refer  to  the  matter  in 
general  terms.  This  or  any  similar  practice 
carries  its  own  condemnation.

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BAROMETER  CENTENARY  AND  TERCENTENAR 


THE  mercury  barometer  resulted  from 
an  experiment  by  the  Italian  scientist 
Torricelli  three  hundred  years  ago ; 
aneroid  barometers  were  devised  by  a  French  - 
man,VidiorVidie,in  1843.  Both  instruments, 
substantially  unchanged,  are  in  extensive 
use  to  this  day ;  nor  is  there  any  likelihood 
that  they  will  be  generally  superseded. 
That  this  is  so  is,  no  doubt,  essentially  a 
result  of  the  simplicity  of  the  principle 
involved,  but  the  power  of  the  mind  that 
first  formulated  the  principle 
will  be  acknowledged  by 
the  imaginative.  Torricelli's 
experiment  was  aimed  at 
demonstrating  that  the 
atmosphere  exerted  a  weight 
or  gravity  of  its  own.  This 
he  did,  with  a  success  which 
must  have  been  spectacular 
to  th»e  onlookers,  by  invert  - 
ing  into  a  trough  of  mercury 
a  narrow  tube,  in  length 
about  3  ft.,  filled  with  the 
same  metal.  If  there  had 
been  no  "weight "  of  atmos 
phere  to  support  the  column 
the  quicksilver  would  of 
course  have  emptied  itself 
immediately  into  the  trough. 
The  slight  fall  in  the  column 
left  a  vacuum  (the  so-called 
Torricellian  vacuum)  above 
the  column,  from  the  length 
of  which  the  atmospheric 
pressure  could  be  arrived  at 
by  simply  calculating,  from 
its  known  specific  gravity, 
the  weight  of  mercury  sup- 
ported for  a  unit  area. 

The  most  notable  change 
in  mercurial  barometers  has 
been  that  readings  are  now 
made,  for  meteorological 
purposes,  in  terms  of  milli- 
bars, or  units  of  pressure, 
instead  of  in  units  of  length. 
Otherwise,  minor  variants 
have  been  made  using  other 
fluids  instead  of  mercury, 
or  a  siphon  instead  of  a  cis- 
tern, but  "improvements" 
have  been  introduced  only 
in  the  methods  of  making  the  reading.  Thus 
Pascal,  in  1648,  erected  a  water  barometer 
against  the  front  of  a  house  in  Rouen,  and 
incidentally  demonstrated  a  connexion  be- 
tween altitude  and  length  of  column.  Luke 
Howard,  in  i'8oi,  used  linseed  oil.  And

effect.  In  fact,  if  aneroid  barometers  were 
reclassified  simply  as  "metallic,"  they  may 
be  said  to  have  had  precursors  as  early  as 
1758,  when  Zaiher  devised  a  marine  baro- 
meter that  consisted  of  a  hollow  cylinder 
exhausted  of  air  and  having  movable  ends 
kept  apart  by  a  spring.  Of  more  permanent 
interest,  however,  is  the  Bourdon  type. 
This  consists  of  a  thin,  elastic  tube  of 
elliptic  cross-section,  curved  into  an  arc 
of  a  circle,  closed  at  its  ends,  and  exhausted 
of  air.  Varying  pressure  causes  the  ends 
to  move  towards  or  away  from  one  another, 
and  by  a  system  of  gears  the  movements 
are  translated  on  to  a  dial.  A  small  mirror 
attachment  to  a  Bourdon-type  barometer 
projects  the  readings  heliographically  on  to 
a  recording  sheet,  thus  forming  a  species 
of  barograph.  Other  types  of  barometer 
include  Boyle's  "  statical  baroscope."

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SPEECH  DAY  AT  MANCHESTER 


Speech  Day  was  held  at  the  pharmacy 
department,  Manchester  University,  on 
October  13,  the  president  of  the  Association 
(Mr,  W.  Edwards)  in  the  chair.  JAr.  H. 
Brindle,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  reported  the  work 
of  the  department.  There  was  an  increase, 
he  said,  in  the  number  of  students  taking 
the  degree  course.  If  the  Ministry  of 
Health  had  not  limited  the  number  taking 
the  final  Ph.C.  year  it  was  probable  that 
there  would  have  been  as  many  students 
taking  the  higher  courses  as  there  were 
taking  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  course. 
It  had  been  evident  for  some  years  that 
students  were  anxious  to  proceed  to  the 
higher  qualification  in  pharmacy,  and 
ultimately  this  was  bound  to  be  advantage- 
ous to  the  profession — it  was  an  indication 
that  the  coming  generation  of  pharmacists 
realised  that  it  must  keep  abreast  of  modern 
developments  in  medicine  and  the  sciences. 
Quite  a  number  looked  forward  to  becoming 
proprietors  of  retail  pharmacies,  where 
they  would  find  an  outlet  for  their  advanced 
knowledge.  In  his  opinion  this  was  the 
correct  attitude.  He  had  yet  to  know  a 
pharmacist  who  had  regretted  proceeding 
to  the  higher  qualification. 

Academic  Honours 

In  the  Council  Prize  examination  held 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  bronze 
medal,  the  only  one  awarded,  had  been 
won  by  Mr.  G.  Rigby.  They  could  therefore 
claim  to  have  the  foremost  student  of  the 
year.  Mr.  G.  Woolfe  (a  former  demonstra- 
tor) had  gained  the  Ph.D.  degree,  and  Mr. 
H.  E.  Street  had  received  the  Ph.D.  degree 
of  London  University.  There  were  now 
three  research  scholarships,  each  of  a  value 
of  £60  per  annum,  tenable  in  the  depart- 
ment :  the  Woolley,  established  some 
years  ago ;  the  Kerfoot,  announced  last 
year ;  and  the  Allen  &  Hanburys,  instituted 
this  year.  Owing  to  difficulty  in  securing 
reservation  from  military  service  for 
research  students,  it  had  only  been  possible 
to  award  the  Woolley  scholarship  last  year, 
Miss  Lovell,  B.Sc,  being  the  successful 
entrant.  A  refresher  course  for  pharmacists 
who  had  qualified  some  years  ago  had  been 
held  at  the  department  during  the  session. 
The  course  had  been  very  popular  and  the 
full  number  that  could'  be  accommodated 
had  entered  for  a  second  course -commencing 
in  October  this  year.  Research  had  been 
carried  on  during  the  year,  and  several 
papers  had  been  read  by  members  of  the  staff 
at  the  Conference  held  in  London  in  July.

We  should  be  failing 
in  our  duty  to  the  public  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  if  we  allowed  a  gentleman 
with  that  record  to  go  back  on  to  the 
Register  of  what  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
described  as  an  honourable  profession,  the 
standard  of  which  it  was  the  object  of  these 
Acts  to  raise.  We  must  direct  that  the 
name  of  the  appellant  shall  not  be  restored 
to  the  Register." 

A  Decision  Postponed 

In  the  second  case,  the  notice  of  inquiry 
stated  that  the  Committee  had  received 
information  from  which  it  appeared  that 
on  certain  dates  in  1943  the  member 
concerned  had  been  suffering  from  delirium 
tremens  or  from  the  effects  of  alcohol  or 
drugs  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  incapable 
of  properly  carrying  on  his  business  as  a 
pharmacist,  and  was  unfit  to  be  on  the 
Register.  The  Chairman  intimated  that 
the  Committee  had  not  the  slightest 
doubt  about  the  facts  that  on  three  occa- 
sions, all  about  the  same  period,  the 
member  concerned  had  been  seriously  the 
worse  for  drink.  It  was  to  be  said  in  his 
favour  that  on  none  of  these  occasions 
was  he  found  drunk  in  his  shop  during 
normal  business  hours,  and  all  the  occasions 
might  really  be  grouped  together  within 
a  period  of  three  weeks.  It  was  obvious 
to  the  committee  that  he  had  been  dosing 
himself  far  too  heavily  with  alcohol  to  get 
rid  of  his  malaria.  It  was  difficult  to  know 
what  to  do  in  a  case  of  this  sort.  They 
could  not  have  on  the  Register  of  Chemists 
men  drinking  so  heavily  that  their  conduct 
was  a  scandal  in  a  town,  even  though  they 
did  not  do  it  on  business  premises.  But 
they  had  a  feeling  that  the  member  had 
been  rather  trying  to  pull  himself  together 
with  the  help  of  his  doctor.  They  were 
prepared  to  deal  with  the  case  leniently.  If 
he  was  willing  that  the  final  decision  should 
be  postponed  for  a  period  of  twelve  months 
they  would  do  so  and,  at  the  end  of  that 
period,  ask  him  to  put  before  them  a  report 
from  the  police  and  from  his  own  doctor 
to  the  effect  that  he  had  made  a  successful 
attempt  to  wean  himself  from  the  alcoholic 
"  cure  "  for  malaria.  The  member  intimated 
his  willingness  to  accept  this  arrangement.

The  achievement 
of  but  a  few  of  these  ideals  quoted  from 
the  president's  statement  might,  we  agree, 
be  worth  the  additional  £20,000  revenue 
to  be  called  for,  but,  and  remembering  the 
dismal  experiences  of  the  past  years, 
members  will  have  little  difficulty  in  assess- 
ing their  value  and  deciding  whether  or  not 
they  are  little  more  than  window  dressing, 
with  the  goods  somewhat  shop-soiled  and 
threadbare  at  that.  At  the  same  time, 
members  will  realise  that  an  extra  £20,000 
a  year  would  at  least  help  towards  paying 
for  the  new  headquarters.  If  all,  or  even 
most,  of  the  promised  activities  were  to  be 
launched  simultaneously  with  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  headquarters,  which  it 
seems  is  to  take  priority,  the  cost  would, 
we  suggest,  be  very  much  more  than  is  now 
indicated.  The  Society's  finances  would 
become  unmanageable. 

What  was  Said  in  1933 

It  is  appropriate  to  recall  what  was  said 
about  registration  fees  at  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  of  193  3  bY  tne 
president  of  the  Society  for  that  year.  The 
Act  came  into  force  on  June  28,  and  the 
presidential  statement  was  made  less  than 
a  month  later.  The  following  passages  are 
relevant : — 

"What  are  the  considerations  which 
must  weigh  with  the  Council  when  they 
determine  this  [personal  registration]  fee 
and  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the  registration 
of  shops?    First  of  all,  I  would  say  em- 
phatically that  the  fee  charged  must  be 
no  more  than  can  be  amply  justified." 
The  president  went  on  to  refer  to  the 
principal  item  of  prospective  expenditure, 
the  new  premises  in  Brunswick  Square,  m 
these  terms : — 

"lam  not  thinking  of  any  elaborate  or 
palatial  scheme  which  is  merely  a  pre- 
tentious throwing  about  of  money.  I 
merely  have  in  mind  such  a  building  as 
you  and  I  can  take  pride  in  pointing  out 
as  the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  what 
pharmacy  stands  for.  .  .  .  You  may  be 
assured  that  the  fee  finally  fixed  will  not 
be  a  penny  more  than  can  be  amply 
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justified  by  the  needs,  first,  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Society,  and,  secondly,  of 
the  special  claims  of  a  new  headquarters." 
On  the  Shops  Registration  fee  he  stated  :— 
"The  Council  have  not  considered  what 
the  amount  should  be,  and  I  am  certain 
that  they  will  approach  the  problem  of 
fixing  it  with  the  intention  of  making  it  as 
small  as  can  be  justified  by  the  expendi- 
ture which  has  to  be  incurred." 
When,  in  the  following  year,   a  past- 
president  of  the  Society  (the  late  Mr.  F. 
Gladstone  Hines)  contributed  an  article  to 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  estimating  the 
cost  of  the  new  premises  at  £257,000,  his 
article  was  regarded  in  some  quarters  as 
unduly  sensational,  and  a  counter-estimate 
of  £190,000  was  soon  forthcoming.   By  the 
time  we  last  heard  about  the  subject,  this 
latter  estimate  had  been  nearly  doubled ; 
and  it  may,  of  course,  be  subject  to  further 
accretions.  This  colossal  expenditure  over- 
shadows the   other  factors  in   the  1943 
"budget." 

Unceasing  Increase  in  Expenditure 

The  president's  statement  is  based  on  a 
report  presented  to  the  Council  by  its 
Finance  Committee.  Is  there  any  reason 
why  the  Committee's  report  should  not  be 
made  available  to  members  ?  It  would  have 
been  helpful  had  it  accompanied  the  presi- 
dent's statement.  Are  the  members  not 
entitled  to  something  rather  more  definite 
than  a  repetition  of  a  promise  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical Utopia— if  they  are  prepared  to 
find  yet  another  £20,000  a  year? 

Let  us  remind  the  president  and  his 
advisers  of  a  few  significant  facts.  In  1915 
the  Society's  income  was  £19,463  ;  by  1932 
the  income  had  increased  to  £63,838,  and 
by  1942  it  had  soared  to  £120,338.  In  1914 
the  Society  managed  with  a  total  income 
of  £18,000  odd,  but  with  similar  functions 
£128,000  was  necessary  in  1938.  Again, 
why,  in  the  last  fifteen  years,  has  the 
Society's  expenditure  approximately 
doubled?  During  the  1914-18  war  the 
Society  did  its  work,  including  military 
service  arrangements,  with  an  income  of 
rather  less  than  one-fifth  of  that  which  is 
now  regarded  as  insufficient.  Can  a  Council 
and  its  officers  who  have  rocketed  expendi- 
ture in  such  a  short  period  be  trusted  with

lorise  the  purchase,"  many  local  doctors 
wed  some  degree  of  irritability  at  being 
ibarded  with  requests  for  medical 
ificates  on  grounds  of  greater  or  less 
dity.  Other  chemists,  too,  were  inter- 
d  in  where  the  supplies  came  from, 
ually  there  is  no  change  in  the  hot-water 
;le  position  as  it  has  remained  for  some 


time  past.  Supplies  may  be  obtained  by  the 
retailer  from  the  wholesaler,  provided  stocks 
are  available.  The  manufacturer  requires 
a  Ministry  of  Supply  permit  to  release 
bottles  to  the  wholesaler,  and  private 
customers  are  equally  unable  to  buy 
without  authority  from  the  Ministry.  A 
doctor's  prescription  is  in  no  circumstances 
sufficient  and,  even  if  sent  by  the  customer 
to  the  Minister  of  Supply,  affords  no  gua- 
rantee that  a  permit  will  be  given. 

Whether  such  displays  are  wise  or  diplo- 
matic is  a  question  to  which  every  chemist 
will  supply  his  own  answer.  For  the 
majority,  it  may  seem  that  the  risk  of 
offended  customers — not  to  speak  of  pes- 
tered doctors — is  not  worth  the  sensational 
publicity  obtained.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


When  Mr.  John  Gleeson  (president)  took 
the  chair  at  the  sixty-eighth  annual 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  recently,  the  Council  Chamber  at 
67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  was  packed. 
The  meeting  was  one  of  the  best  attended 
and  most  successful  held  in  the  history  of 
the  Society.  Particularly  striking  was  the 
large  number  of  young  members  of  the 
Society  who  were  present  in  addition  to 
such  respected  veterans  as  Sir  Thomas 
Robinson  and  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  who  came 
from  Belfast. 

Report  on  Council  Election 

At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  the 
Registrar  (Mr.  J.  J.  Kerr)  read  the  report 
of  the  scrutineers  on  the  recent  Council 
election,  which  showed  that  out  of  736 
voting  papers  posted  497  were  returned 
and  eighteen  were  received  late.  There 
were  two  spoiled  votes.  The  voting  was  as 
follows :  John  Gleeson,  449 ;  Patrick  C. 
Cahill,  443;  James  A.  O'Rourke,  414; 
Philip  A.  Brady,  399;  Hugh  P.  Corrigan, 
383  ;  Cornelius  C.  Cremen,  364 ;  Timothy 
B.  O'Sullivan,  274;  Michael  G.  Murphy, 
268;  Matthew  J.  Parkes,  237.  The  first 
seven  on  the  list  were  duly  declared  elected 
members  of  the  Council  by  the  president. 

Having  extended  a  welcome  to  all  pre- 
sent, and  particularly  those  who  had 
travelled  long  distances,  Mr.  Gleeson,  in 
his  presidential  address,  said  "the  work 
of  the  Council  during  the  past  year  has 
been  most  satisfactory,  and  has  been 
endorsed,  I  think,  by  the  return  of  six  out 
of  the  seven  outgoing  candidates.  We  have 
lost  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  Parkes,  and 
I  wish  on  my  own  behalf  and  on  behalf  of 
my  colleagues  on  the  Council  to  pay 
tribute  to  his  valuable  and  conscientious 
work  on  the  Council  during  the  past  twelve 
years.  Mr.  O'Sullivan,  who  replaces  him, 
will,  I  am  sure,  render  valuable  assistance 
to  his  colleagues.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  membership  is  highest  in  the  history 
of  the  Society,  namely,  709  against  685  last 
year ;  Associate  Druggists,  twenty-eight, 
against  twenty-nine  last  year.  I  regret  to 
see  that  so  few  Registered  Druggists  support 
the  Society.  Seventeen  Licentiates  died 
during  the  year,  one  was  removed  under 
Section  25,  and  one  name  was  restored. 
During  the  year  sixty-eight  candidates 
passed  the  Licence  examination,  the 
standard  being  very  high.  We  have  a  gold 
medallist  and  a  silver  medallist  this  year. 
Forty-three  students  passed  the  Assistants' 


examination,  and  three  students  passl 
the  Registered  Druggists'  examinatkl 
Preliminary  registrations — the  numtl 
registered  since  October  1,  1942 — show  I 
increase  of  four  over  last  year,  at  il 
against  144.  The  large  numbers  enteril 
pharmacy  continue  to  engage  the  serici 
attention  of  the  Council,  and  we  are  makij 
every  effort,  within  our  limited  powers,  I 
find  a  solution  of  the  problem.

The  secretary 
also  informed  us  that  the  Irish  Red  Cross 
Society  has  always  recognised  the  value  of  the 
chemist's  qualifications,  and  as  such  has  made 
a  regulation  in  the  Divisional  organisation  that 
all  chemists  are  supernumerary  officers. 

Despite  transport  and  other  difficulties,  the 
Benevolent  Fund  dance  was  an  outstanding 
success.  We  are  all  indebted  to  Mr.  Con  Collis 
and  his  energetic  committee  for  having  handed 
over  the  magnificent  sum  of  £268  to  the  Fund.

I.D.A.  President  Replies 

Mr.  F.  X.  Meagher  (president,  Irish  Drug 
Association)  said  he  rose  to  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  intelligent  and  informative 
address  which  Mr.  Gleeson  had  given  them. 
As  president  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  he 
remembered  gratefully  that  Mr.  Gleeson  was 
hardly  in  office  before  he  made  it  his  business 
to  attend  a  committee  meeting  of  the  I.D.A. 
and  express  his  appreciation  of  the  work  the}'- 
were  doing  for  Irish  pharmacy.  The  I.D.A. 
committee  met  with  plenty  of  kicks  and  very 
few  halfpence,  and  for  that  reason  they  were 
always  appreciative  of  any  one  who  showed 
recognition  of  their  work.  He  regretted  to  say 
that  since  some  of  the  kicks  came  from  members 
of  the  Society,  they  were  for  that  reason  the 
more  appreciative  of  Mr.  Gleeson's  action  in 
coming  along  to  their  Committee,  having  regard 
also  to  the  fact  that  he  was  the  holder  of  the 
exalted  office — the  first  in  pharmacy — of 
president  of  the  Society.  He  would  like  to 
extend  on  everybody's  behalf  their  sincere 
congratulations  to  Mr.  Gleeson  for  his  resound- 
ing victory  in  the  recent  pharmaceutical  elec- 
tions (hear,  hear).  For  the  twelve  years  he 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Council  Mr.  Gleeson 
had  been  the  successful  foe  of  sycophancy  and 
yes-man  tactics.  He  had  won  an  all-high 
record  by  polling  449  votes  in  the  recent  Council 
elections.  He  would  like  to  congratulate  Mr. 
Gleeson  on  the  fact  that,  during  his  period  of 
office,  a  very  important  forward  step  had  been 
taken  to  solve  one  of  their  greatest  problems, 
and  that  was  the  almost  unrestricted  entry  of 
apprentices  into  their  business.  If  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  accepted  the  point  of  view 
expressed  in  the  joint  legal  opinion  given  by  the 
two  distinguished  Counsel  (Messrs.  Costello  and 
McCarthy),  as  he  hoped  they  would,  the  Society 
would  be  on  the  road  to  solving  this  grave 
problem  of  overcrowding.    He  would  like  to 
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advert  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  proportion  of 
candidates  were  passing  the  Licence  examina- 
tion. This  was  as  it  should  be.  He  thought 
they  would  agree  with  him  that  if  they  brought 
people  into  the  business  and  they  put  in  an 
average  attendance  and  work  for  the-  exam- 
ination they  should  have  "more  than  an  even- 
money  chance"  of  passing  it  the  first  time. 

He  was  glad  to  say  this  had  apparently 
happened  in  the  past  year.  It  was  a  policy 
that  should  be  maintained  and,  he  believed, 
even  extended.  In  former  years  a  preposterously 
high  standard  was  maintained  in  the  exam- 
ination, and  a  disgracefully  low  number  of 
candidates  passed.  This  was  not  to  the  credit 
of  the  Council  or  the  Society.  Speaking  of 
finance,  he  would  suggest  that  if  funds  'were 
available  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide 
cultural,  social  and  recreational  facilities  .for 
the  students.  They  were  much  behind  in  this 
matter,  and  much  more  behind  other  similar 
bodies  who  catered  for  students.  This  was  a 
matter  that  would  take  time  and  money,  but 
in  the  meantime,  as  a  stop-gap,  he  felt  the 
Council  could  follow  the  example  of  the  I.D.A. 
by  giving  a  fine  subscription  to  the  Rugby 
football  club.  He  understood  that  Mr.  Lester 
had  tabled  a  motion  for  the  recognition  of  the 
pharmacy  class  in  Cork  Technical  School.  He 
did  not  want  to  enter  into  the  merits  or  de- 
merits of  that  proposal,  but  he  would  like  to 
warn  the  Council  that  if  a  pharmacy  class  in 
any  technical  school  was  recognised,  there  was 
a  large  body  of  members  of  the  Society  in  the 
city  of  Dublin  who  would  expect,  or  rather  he 
should  say  demand,  that  the  long-existing  class 
in  the  Kevin  Street  school  should  be  recognised 
at  the  same  time.  Not  to  do  so  would  be  a 
calculated  insult  on  a  member  of  the  Society 
who  conducted  that  class,  to  say  nothing  of  a 
grave  slur  on  the  City  of  Dublin  Vocational 
Committee.  Mr.  Gleeson,  in  his  address,  had 
referred  to  Mr.  Murphy's  election  circular  and 
the  allusion  in  it  to  the  so-called  "widow's 
clause."   Mr.  Frank  McGrath  and  himself,  as

C.  O'Neill,  Blackrock,  said  the  first 


thing  that  struck  him  was  the  modest  manner 
in  which  the  treasurer  gave  his  report.  He  felt 
sure  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the 
ordinary  members  of  the  Society  would  find 
Paddy  Cahill  his  own  severest  critic  so  far  as 
the  accounts  were  concerned.  Sometimes  he 
found  balance  sheets  very  confusing,  but  the 
accounts  had  been  presented  to  them  that 
night  in  a  very  explanatory  manner.  He  would 
personally  add  his  voice  to  the  treasurer's  on 
the  question  of  reducing  the  value  of  the 
premises,  because  he  thought  it  would  be  sound 
finance.  He  was  glad  to  see  that  the  member- 
ship fees  had  increased,  but  personally  he  would 
like  to  say  that  he  did  not  assess  the  value  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  pounds,  shillings, 
and  pence.  (Hear,  hear.)  Apart  from  finances 
the  most  important  thing .  was  the  protection 
of  their  members,  and  the  way  to  do  that  was 
not  to  get  money  by  bringing  people  into  the 
business.  For  that  reason  he  would  recommend 
not  putting  a  value  on  a  balance  sheet  if  the 
real  balance  in  their  favour  went  down. 

A  Retrospect 

Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Belfast,  seconding  the 
motion,  said  that  when  he  looked  at  that  fine 
balance  sheet  he  threw  his  mind  back  to  the 
days  when  a  treasurer  reported  that  the 
Society  could  have  no  more  prosecutions  be- 
cause there  was  no  money  to  carry  them  on. 
They  had  every  right  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  position  of  the  Society,  and  the  fact  that 
Paddy  Cahill  was  their  treasurer.  He  wished 
also  to  congratulate  the  president  on  his  most 
interesting  address,  in  which  he  dealt  with  many 
questions  of  interest  to  chemists  everywhere. 
The  "widow's  clause"  had  been  mentioned. 
Up  North  they  thought  they  had  settled  the 
matter  by  establishing  a  five-year  period,  but 
it  was  coming  up  again  before  their  Council, 
as  they  were  not  •  satisfied  with  the  present 
position.  In  the  South  they  seemed  to  be  in 
great  trouble  about  the  large  number  of  appren- 
tices, but  the  trouble  in  the  North  was  to  get 
apprentices  at  all.  The  young  people  up  there 
felt  there  was  more  money  in  engineering  and 
the  various  building  trades.  He  was  glad  to 
be  there  and  to  add  his  quota  of  praise  to  the 
work  they  were  doing.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  M.  J.  O'Rourke,  Dun  Laoghaire,  sup- 
porting, said  he  considered  the  treasurer's 
report  excellent.  The  question  of  a  medical 
service  for  Eire  had  been  referred  to  recently 
in  the  popular  Press,  but  no  mention  had  been 
made  of  a  pharmaceutical  service  for  the  nation. 
In  view  of  the  soUnd  financial  position  of  the 
Society  this  year,  he  suggested  that  they  should 
devote  some  of  the  surplus  of  £992  to  employing 
a  first-class  journalist  to  make  a  case  before 
the  public  for  a  pharmaceutical  service,  and 
not  leave  it  to  others.  Somebody  must  provide 
a  national  pharmaceutical  service  jointly  with 
the  medical  service  and  they  were  the  people  to 
do  it.  The  report  was  adopted  with  acclama- 
tion. 

Returning  thanks,  Mr.  Cahill  said  Mr. 
O'Rourke  had  raised  a  point  well  worth  con- 
sidering.

Conditions  in  the  London  drug  and 
chemical  markets  continue  on  much  the 
same  lines  as  those  recorded  last  week. 
Business  is  not  on  a  large  scale,  but  the 
general  tone  is  steady.  A  good  number  of 
inquiries  have  been  received  from  the  home 
consuming  trades  and  a  few  export  orders 
are  noted.  Considerable  business  would, -of 
course,  be  possible  if  supplies  were  forth- 
coming in  sufficient  volume  to  meet  the 
demand,  but  under  present  circumstances 
consumers  are  satisfied  if  their  immediate 
requirements  can  be  met.  Prices  in  all 
sections  of  the  market  are  generally  firm, 
and  no  exceptional  movements  have 
occurred.  Makers  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  report  that  no  developments  of 
general  interest  have  transpired  during  the 
week.  A  fair  demand  has  been  received,  but 
in  a  number  of  instances  the  short  supply 
position  restricts  trading  to  modest  propor- 
tions. Prices  have  remained  generally  firm. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  general  demand  for  these  commodities 
is  quiet,  but  dealers  report  a  moderate 
amount  of  business  from  the  home  consum- 
ing trades.  A  few  export  inquiries  are 
noted,  but  in  some  cases  supplies  are 
difficult  to  find.  Few  price  movements  have 
occurred  during  the  week,  the  only  notable 
one  in  this  section  being  an  advance  of 
sixpence  per  lb.  in  Balsam  tolu.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  inquiry  has  been  received 
for  Cape  Aloes,  but  no  business  is  possible, 
owing  to  lack  of  spot  supplies.  Trade  in 
Benzoin  is  confined  to  occasional  sales  at 
unchanged  rates.  There  are  no  offers  of 
Buchu  leaves.  The  price  to  consumers  of 
the  new  Cascara  sagrada  bark,  available 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  will  be  260s. 
per  cwt.  Mombasa  remains  the  only 
variety  of  Chillies  offered  at  present. 
Some  Cochineal  may  be  obtained  for  the 
preparation  of  medicinal  products.  Ergot 
continues  in  fair  demand  at  prices  varying 
rather  widely  according  to  condition.  There 
is  no  change  to  report  in  the  spot  position 
of  Gum  acacia.  Henbane  leaves  of  Indian 
origin  may  be  had  at  widely  varying  prices, 
depending  on  the  test.  Ipecacuanha  is  a 
difficult  market,  there  being  no  stocks 
available  to  meet  consumers'  requirements. 
The  position  of  Menthol  is  unchanged, 


with  apparently  no  sellers  at  the  con1 
price.    The  better  qualities  of  Rht 
have  been  in  good  demand.  Dull  cone 
have  again  prevailed  for  Seeds,  with 
unchanged  on  the  week.

Cleaning  Corks 

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  correspon- 
dent's inquiry  regarding  cleaning  corks; 
(C.  &■  D.,  October  2,  p.  345),  for  many  years 
we  have  picked  out  serviceable  corks  re- 
turned in  empty  medicine  bottles,  etc.  They 
are  readily  cleaned  by  taking  a  few  in  the 
hands  when  washing  and  rubbing  with  soap 
or,  better,  soap  with  the  addition  of  a  trace 
of  abrasive  cleaning  powder.  This  operation 
cleans  the  corks  and  hands  at  the  same 
time.  We  save  about  half  to  one  gross  of 
corks  weekly  in  this  way.  Also  I  find  the 
used  corks,  being  slightly  damp,  make  a 
much  better  fit  into  the  neck  of  the  bottle 
than  do  new  ones  which,  if  very  dry,  tend 
to  break.  I  also  tried  boiling  corks  in  soapy 
water,  but  this  is  not  successful.  I  should 
have  added  that  the  corks  are,  of  course, 
well  rinsed  after  washing.  .  .  As  you  have  so 
often  been  of  great  assistance  to  me  I  am 
glad  of  this  opportunity  of  sending  this  little 
tip.

Rubber  Industry's  Example 

From  Lord  Strathspey 

Sir, — British  manufacturers  do  not  seem 
as  yet  to  have  made  up  their  minds  about 
how  they  propose,  when  the  war  ends,  to 
go  about  selling  to  other  countries  what 
they  make.  It  is  true  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  set  up,  last  year,  a  Central  Committee 
of  Export  Groups,  although  others  have 
suggested  that  it  would  be  well  if  the  Groups 
themselves  were  to  begin  to  fade  out  of 
existence  when  peace  arrives.  The  Associa- 
tion of  British  Chambers  of  Commerce 
advocates  a  Council  of  Industry.  The  Insti- 
tute of  Export  and  the  Federation  of  British 
Industries  have  probably  got  *plans  of  their 
own.  Although  there  is  so  much  diversity 
in  the  approach  to  the  problem,  the  need 


for  an  expanding  export  trade  is,  natur 
accepted  by  all.

COMPANY  MEETING 


The  Eighth  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Aspro, 
Limited,  was  held  on  October  12,  at  Winchester  House. 
Old  Broad  Street,  London,  E.C. 

Mr.  Hugh  F.  Middleton  (chairman  of  the  company) 
presided. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  W.  R.  Lovering)  read  the 
notice  covening  (the  meeting  and  the  report  of  the 
auditors. 

The  following  is  the  statement  by  the  Chairman 
circulated  with  the  report  and  accounts: — 

Shortly  before  the  close  of  the  year  under  review  your 
company  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the  sudden  death 
of  its  chairman  and  managing  director,  Mr.  G.  M. 
Garcia.  This  loss  will  be  felt  not  only  by  those  who  were 
in  daily  touch  with  him  but  in  wide  and  various  circles. 

Mr.  Garcia's  Devotion  to  the  Company 
Mr.  Garcia,  in  addition  to  devoting  himself  to  the 
direct  control  of  our  own  business,  took  a  leading  part 
in  matters  appertaining  to  the  English  chemical  industry 
generally,  to  the  great  benefit  not  only  of  the  company 
but  also  to  the  industry  and  public  alike;  his  valuable 
contribution  in  this  respect  to  the  war  effort  was  realized 
and  appreciated  by  the  various  Government  Depart- 
ments with  which  he  was  in  contact. 

Profit  for  Past  Year 

Turning  now  to  the  business  of  the  meeting,  you  will 
have  read  the  directors'  report  and  accounts  to  which  I 
propose  to  make  a  few  brief  references.  The  profit  on 
trading  for  the  year  under  review  is  £278,701  after 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  estimated  E.P.T. 
liability.  After  deducting  depreciation,  directors'  fees, 
and  pension  fund  contribution,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  £10,981,  there  remains  a  sum  of  £267,720,  which, 
with  the  sum  of  £18,842  brought  forward  from  last 
year,  makes  a  total  available  balance  of  £286,562. 

Your  directors  recommend  the  transfer  of  £155,000 
to  income-tax  reserve,  £25,000  to  general  reserve,  and 
a  grant  of  £10,000  to  the  pension  fund.  This  will  leave 
an  available  balance  to  the  credit  of  profit  and  loss 
account  enabling  your  directors  to  recommend  the 
declaration  of  a  final  dividend  on  the  Ordinary  stock  of 
15  per  cent.,  less  tax,  which  brings  the  total  distribution 
for  the  year  up  to  25  per  cent.,  less  tax. 

In  spite  of  war-time  restrictions,  you  were  informed 
last  year  that  our  export  trade  had  been  maintained. 
To-day,  factors  governing  exports  are,  if  anvthing,  more 
difficult,  but  I  can  say  that  with  the  limited  field  avail- 
able we  have  kept  our  hold  on  the  export  trade  and 
strengthened  the  foundation  for  post-war  development 
in  this  direction. 

High  Reputation  of  Products 
The  high  reputation  of  our  products  has  been  fully 
maintained,  and,  as  the  figures  show,  the  demand  con- 
tinues to  increase  notwithstanding  the  policv  of  per- 
centage rationing  of  orders  which  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  adopt.  During  the  year  we  formed  a  subsidiary 
company  which  has  acquired,  on  satisfactory  terms, 
the  rights  in  this  country  and  the  other  territories  in 
which  your  company  operates  (including  certain 
countries  now  in  enemy  occupation)  to  use  the  special 
method  of  packing  employed  for  our  products,  together 
with  the  full  complement  of  machines.  This  acquisition 
accounts  for  the  increase  under  the  heading  "Invest- 
ments in  subsidiary  companies"  in  the  balance  sheet. 

The  Chairman  moved:  "  That  the  directors'  report 
and  the  audited  accounts  of  the  company  as  at  30  th 
June,  1943,  be  and  they  are  hereby  received  and 
adopted." 

Dr.  F.  Stafford  Clark  seconded  the  resolution,  and
